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SCHOOL BOARD MEETS 


(Continued from page 1) 


School Teachers’ association. This 
committee will make a study of the 
whole salary question and the increased 
cost of living, and report as soon as 
possible, after consultation with the 
town authorities, at a special meeting of 
the board. 
The memorial was as follows: 


The following resolutions were adopt- 
ed at a meeting of the Andover Public 
School Teachers’ Association; for pre- 
sentation to the School Committee. 

It is understood that this is done in 
no spirit of disloyalty or criticism of 
the attitude of thé superintendent or 
the committee itself, but merely that 
they may have before them a frank 
statement of the opinion of the teach- 
ing force. 

Because of the marked increase in 
absolutely necessary living expenses 
since the teachers contracts for the 
current year were signed in April, we 
believe that teachers who were elected 
at that time should receive a minimum 
salary of $1000 per year and that such 
rating should date from the beginning 
of this school year. While it may be 
true that housekeeping expenses have 
not materially increased since April, in- 
vestigation shows that the prices for 
rooms, board, and laundry have been 
very considerably-advanced in Andover, 
and the cost of clothes everywhere. 

We further think that any teacher 
who is worthy to serve in the Public 
Schools of Andover, and is reelected on 
recommendation of the Superintendent 
should receive an. annual increase of 
$100 until at least $1200 is reached. 

The principals of the grade schools 
should, in our opinion, receive $100 a 
year more than their assistants, plus 
an .additional amount, varying with 
the number of rooms supervised. 

The department teachers and princi- 
ples of the Junior and Senior High 
Schools and the special supervisors, 
should be paid on’ the basis of training, 


“y= ] experience, - personality’ and~ ‘general 


efficiency. No teacher who has devoted 
years to preparation for his or her life 
work, and who is suécessful in the du- 
ties of the profession, should be ex- 
pected to work for less than $1200 a 
year. 


The board was unanimous in their 
opinion that the teachers’ salaries 
should be increased, and the special 
committee will go over the whole situa- 
tion carefully, and there is no doubt 
but that its recommendations to the 
voters will be endorsed as the citizens 
have never failed to respond to the 
request of the teachers for more pay. 

Another matter of great importance 
was brought before the meeting by 
David R. Lawson, who with other mem- 
bers of the finance and advisory com- 
mittee, Dr. Conroy and G. A. Christie, 
have, considered thé advisability of 


transporting pupils by «auto, instead of; 


trolley, train and barge. The cost: to 
the town has increased yearly, until 
now the transportation bill is $3500. 
Mr. Lawson has made a study of the 
matter, and his motion to empower 
the superintendent to make suitabl 
arrangement with Mr. Morrissey for the 
transportation of pupils was unani- 
mously carried. It is believed there 
would be a financial saving, but the 
greatest consideration would ‘be the 
speedy transportation of pupils to their 
homes immediately at the end of the 
school sessions, instead of waiting for

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Wise and Courageous Action 


The public has become so accustomed 
to expect courage to be exhibited only 
by men who dare to risk body in con- 
flict, or in hazardous undertaking, that 
it seems difficult sometimes for full 
appreciation.to be given to the exhibi- 
tion of other kinds of courage, often- 
times requiring much more genuine 
manhood. 

The Republicans of. Massachusetts 
showed an ability to grasp a situation 
and handle it wisely at the State Con- 
vention held in Boston last Saturday, 
that ought to be fully understood by 
every voter in Massachusetts. If it 
were understood, it would be seen that 
some men showed a type of courage in 
meeting the situation that was created 
in connection with the League of Na- 
tions, and the Republican plank dealing 
with that subject, worthy of the highest 
admiration. 

For example, it took courage for a 
man like Louis A. Coolidge, leading the 
movement in Massachusetts for an 
assertion of genuine Americanism which 
does not approve the present program 
for a League of Nations, to sit in the 
meeting. of the resolutions committee 
and finally agree to forego an assertion 
of his genuinely held and strongly felt 
convictions, in the interests of party 
harmony, when he knew that a certain 
amount of gloating would fill various 
newspapers, and comments would be 
made that would attempt to let the 
public believe that he, and those who 
believed with him, had been defeated. 

It took courage for Senator Lodge to 
come on from Washington, where he 
has been leading one of the most notable 
fights in the history of the United 
States, and agree to a compromise that 
did not assert the full support of Massa- 
chusetts Republicans for his full pro- 
gram, knowing what Mr. Coolidge knew, 
and in addition, knowing that attempts 
would be made in Washington to mis- 
construe the platform and again mis- 
represent Massachusetts Republicans 
in their attitude toward the senior 

enator from Massachusetts. 

It takes courage for these men and 
their associates, and for what was 
undoubtedly a majority of the conven- 
tion, to sit still and listen to comment 
being made, and to newspaper dis- 
cussion going on, tending to show a 
victory for one faction and a defeat for 
the other, when they all know the stand 
taken represented a sacrifice solely in 
order that the success of the issue of 
law and order raised by Governor 
Coolidge might have no handicap what- 
soever before the voters this fall. 

The Republicans of Massachusetts 
are indebted to the senior Senator 
for his magnanimity in this trying po- 
sition, and even more, the people of 
Massachusetts are indebted to him and 
¢to those who so loyally supported him 
for seeing to it that the Republican 
platform dealt so wisely with an acute 
situation in these trying times. 

The job ahead now, is to see that the 
issue, having been clearly set before the 
people of Massachusetts as one in which 
law and order, upheld by a courageous 
governor, is in combat with about the 
most disreputable platform ever set 
before a Massachusetts electorate, must 
have a big victory next November, not 
only for the good of the state itself, but 
for the good of the entire nation. 


Samuel H. Boutwell 


Samuel H. Boutwell was one of 
Andover’s builders: a builder of its 
material forces as a public official for 
many years; a builder of its civic forces 
as a leader in movements for all local 


improvements; a builder of its moral 
forces as a man who loved his church 
and servedthe community through it. 

Living in Andover for eighty years, he 
has stamped his fine character upon the 
town’s life. His home has always 
been in the West Parish, and for a long 
time he has been the leader of that 
séction in all public matters. As a 
farmer, few excelled him, and the pros- 
perity that came to him in his life work 
attests his skill and thrift in that acti- 
vity. 

He liked public life and became a 
leader in public affairs through his 
ability as an administrator in almost 
every Office the town numbered. 

He did his public work well, because 
he was the soul of honesty, always clear- 
headed, of calm judgment, and above 
all else, always a gentleman. For many 
years he ranked as one of the town’s best 
debaters in town meeting, and his con- 
vincing arguments have controlled many 
acts of Andover citizens. As a member 
of the West church, he contributed 
largely to the place of influence which 
that institution ~-has long held in the 
community. 

How the grange will miss him! 
To have him at the meetings was a joy 
for all those present, and to have him 
active in any grange affair made the 
whole atmosphere breathe friendliness, 
and good fellowship. 

A citizen of high character, a gentle- 
man of fine instinct, a friend of men 
who brightened every corner, a public 
servant who deserved his honors, the 
town of Andover has been honored in the 
long life of Samuel H. Boutwell. 


School Teachers’ Pay 


The school teachers ought to have 
more pay for their services. It ought 
not to come from newspaper agitation or 
because of any organized movement to 
give it to them, but because the impor- 
tance of their work calls for an intelli- 
gence, training and personality, all of 
high standard and no longer a surplus 
in the market. 

Most of the school teachers are 
women, and women are getting more 
appreciation for their services than 
they used to. They do more thifigs 
besides school teaching than they did 
twenty years ago, and they do most of 
them very well. Tor work in other 
lines they are well paid. 

Of course ‘there is a lot of argument 
about their long vacations and other 
pleasant features. in teaching, that 
cannot be entirely ignored, but in the 
last analysis the*real reason whry school 
teachers should be better paid, is be- 
cause their work is of great importance, 
and for it they. are’ now inadequately 
recompensed.

Death of Samuel H. Boutwell for 
Fifty Years a Leader in

Mr. Lombard’s Pastorate in Haver- 
hill Ends 


There was general surprise in local 
religious circles recently, when it be- 
came known that the Winter Street 
Free Will Baptist Church Society, by a 
vote of seventy-one to. fifty-three, had 
voted to discontinue the pastorate of 
Rev. William E. Lombard. The so- 
ciety’s constitution provides that the 
pastor must be given three months, so 
Rev. Mr. Lombard may remain if he 
desires, until next Januarye, The pas- 
torate may, however, be terminated by 
mutual consent at any time. 

Rev. Mr. Lombard has been a leader 
in the Merrimack Valley Baptist Asso- 
ciation for fifteen years. He came here 
from Andover, where he served. as 
pastor of the Baptist church for eleven 
years, in June, 1917. It developed a 
short time ago, that’a faction in the 
Winter Street church has been un- 
friendly to Rev. Mr. Lombard through- 
out his pastorate and that this antipathy 
has increased during the past two years. 
Recently the directors requested the 
pastor to resign, but he refused. 

It recently became known that, at a 
church society meeting last evening, 
the resignation was submitted before 
the vote was taken, to discontinue the 
present pastorate. Albert Rand, for 
the church society, issued the following 
statement: 

“Tt was decided by a vote of the 
church society that the present pas- 
toral relations be discontinued. The 
church furthermore voted that it had 
found the character of the pastor above 
reproach, that he has preached the 
word faithfully, and that to the best of 
his ability, he has faithfully performed 
the duties of pastor. Any statement 
other than this is unauthorized.”’ 

Leading members of the church ad- 
mitted that there was not a word of 
fault to be found regarding Rev. Mr. 
Lombard or his pastorate, but from the 
beginning of his pastorate, they said, 
he simply did not seem to fit with some 
of his parishioners, no matter how hard 
he tried.—Boston Globe, Oct. 9

When he was twenty-one 

years old he was elected to the school 

committee and served fifteen . years. 

He was a representative in the Massa- 

chusetts Legislature from this district 

in 1874 and again more recently in-1910, 

In 1882 he was elected a selectman and 

remained on the board for nearly 

twenty-five years, giving such general 

satisfaction that he was rarely opposed: 

For nearly thirty years he was a trustee 

of Punchard Free School, having been 

in recent years the chairman of the 

board. He was also a devoted member 

of the West Church for more than, 
sixty-one years, serving as a deacon of 

the church since 1887 and being greatly 

beloved by young and old among its | 
members on account of his genial ways. ! 
In all these respects he has been 
prominently identified with the welfare 
of his-native town. He was a man of 
sterling worth and was held in high 
esteem. 

Mr. Boutwell had a lifelong interest 
in farming and orcharding. He was not 
only a charter member of the Andover 
Grange, but also the leading spirit in its 
organization. Before the organization 
of the Grange he was a promoter of the 
Farmers’ Club, an organization meeting 
in the town hall, which flourished for a 
few years. His interest in all kinds of 
orcharding was due to early inffuences 
in his life. His father was a nursery- 
man, coming to Andover from Newton 
where he had learned the business, In 
those days this was a new business, His 
farm was covered with fruit trees. The 
old home was built in a cherry orchard. 
It is interesting to recall that many of 
the old trees on Andover Hill were set 
out by father and son, the father meet- 
ing the son in town for this purpose 
while the latter was a.student in the 
Academy. : ; 

In 1865 Mr. Boutwell married Miss 
Alice J. Trull, who died’ on Easter Sun- 
day in 1915. Of this union there were 
born five children, all of whom survive 
him and are citizens of Andover: 
Frederic S., treasurer of the Andover 
Savings Bank; Arthur T., head of the 
bleaching and dyeing department at 
Smith & Dove; Chester N., who has 
been associated with his father in farm- 
ing; Winthrop S., farmer and mechanic, 
and Alice J., who in recent years has 
made her home with her brother, 
Frederic. In addition to his own 
family he is survived by three sisters : 
Mrs. Parthenia Holt and.Miss Mary K. 
Boutwell, Bartlet street, and Mrs. 
James G. Merrill, Mountain Lakes, 
Nhe funeral services will be held this 
afternoon at 2.30 o’clock at the West 
Parish Church and will be conducted 
by Rev. Newman Matthews. : The 
burial will be in the family lot in the 
West Parish cemetery.
